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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant argues that Stockwell does not 
disclose or suggest deleting a part of an email only those parts of a multi-part e-mail are deleted, which it is determined cannot be 
processed, while those parts of the multi-part e-mail that can be processed are stored. The Examiner does not agree. Stockwell discloses 
a "modifier" that used in the determination step of claim 1 that is "used for actions that do not select the routing of the message, such as 
adding attachments or some sort of uniform modification of the message. An example of the first would be adding a generic rejection 
reason. An example of the second would be sanitizing the message headers." (column 15, lines 59-64) Therefore, Stockwell does sugges 
that a part of an email including attachments may be deleted using a "modifier" in the determination step of claim 1 . As for storing the 
email, Stockwell discloses the use of a "terminal" that is used in the determination step of claim 1 that is used to determine how to finally 
handle a message including a 'deliver to recipenf terminal (column 16, lines 47-60). Therefore, in view of the "modifier" and "terminal" 
elements within the determination step as shown above, Stockwell does suggest that after a message is modified, the message is stored 
by delivering the message to the recipient. Therefore, the claims are not in condition for allowance. 
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
